Unemployment  has  baan  entrenched  in  the 
country's  life  for  alfht  years.  The  present  Oov- 
ernment  at  Ottawa  calnad  power  largely  on  a 
promise  to  regard  tha  condition  as  of  primary 
Importanca,  and  with  m  determination  tip  And  ft, 
solution  Through  its  three  to  four  years  of  ofTlce 
it  has  proceeded  from  one  makeshift  expedient 
to  another,  and  aaeh  and  all  eonatltuta  llttia  more 
than  relief.  The  programme  before  the  present 
session  of  Parliament  does  not  add  anything  con- 
structive to  what  la  already  in  iurogreM  in  pro- 
vldinR  relief  for  unemploymant!..Xt  falls  to  deal 
with  the  basic  factors  of  tha  problem.  More  work, 
provided  by  Government,  will  be  available  because 
this  Is  the  year  of  a  general  election.  The  Toronto 
Olobe  and  Mall  says  that  in  the  programme 
"vision  Is  absent.  Secunlty  for  individuals  and  in- 
dustry Is  not  Included  in  the  plans." 

The  Government  at  Ottawa,  as  well,  indeed,  as 
Provincial  Oovemments,  appears  to  look  to 
-prixate  induatry  to  find  the  solution  of  unem- 
ployment That  Is  where  the  .solution  lies,  but 
those  Oovemments  are  proceeding  on  a  course 
of  HRieh  wanton  expenditures  as  to  make  it  diffi- 
cult for  Industrie'^  »fl  |flfl|r  »"  the  future  with 
security,  and,  therefore,  they  are  afraid  to  expand. 
The  fact  of  the'  matter  Is  that  Industry  is  doing 
what  it  ran  under  the  .strrs.s  of  governmental 
meddling  and  in  the  face  of  an  intolerable  burden 
of  taxation-  The  Government's^  review  of  the  em- 
ployment situation  shows  78,000  more  wage- 
eamera  In  employment  for  eleven  months  of  1938 
than  in  the  same  period  In  1936,  but  66,000  fewer 
than  in  1937.  That  means  that,  allowhig  for 
natural  Increase  in  population,  there  is  no  im- 
provement in  the  situation;  possibly  even  it  is 


worthiness  In  themselves.  Suspicion  never  has 
any  placeTmiohg  those  who  are  intent  on  building 
ifp  a  fellowship  of  mutual  service  In  the  interests 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  He  who  trusts  and  Is 
not  suspicious  Is  never  afraid  of  what  may  befall, 
provided  that  trust  is  In  the  Omnipotent,  for  than 
the  passing  show  of  earth  is  weighed  in  the 
balance  with  the  Eternal.  First  place  Is  given  to 
spiritual  values,  which  forever  ovareoma  what- 
ever may  be  harmfttl  In  the  powm  Utd  princi- 
palities of  earth. 

What  wa  know  about  ottrsalvaa  should  be  the 
nKjnitlon  to  refrain-  from  Judging  others  There 
are  secrets  In  evwjr  life;  there  are  mixed  mo- 
tives; there  are  dark  thoughts;  Uiara  Mre  maan- 

ne.s.ses  of  rondiirt  Tho.se  so  handloappod  in 
human  conduct  may  have  as  well  much  that  is 
good,  destrei  towards  the  true  and  the  pure,  and 

they  may  have  been  the  medium  of  friendly  and 
disUiterested  service  to  others.  They  can  have 
qualities  of  moral  ability.  It  should  be  then  a 
matt*  r  of  fair  play  for  each  person  to  allow  for 
the  possibility  of  such  reserves  of  virtue  in  others, 
instead  of  condemnUig  them  for  acts  and  utter- 
ances that  may  be  no  more  venal  than  his  own. 
Where  there  Is  suspicion  and  condemnation  there 
is  no  friendliness.  Censoriousness  does  not  accord 
with  such  a  state.  It  Is  suspicion  of  each  other's 
motives  that  breeds  ho.sfiIity  between  nation.s 
Christianity  seeks  to  make  the  best  of  people, 
being  wiUing  to  await  the  Anal  Judgments  that 
are  rrndrred  bv  the  Supreme  Tribunal,  by  the 
All-Knowing  and  the  All-Lovlng.  and  by  the  Ali- 
Merelful  as  well. 

The  motive  of  Christianity  Is  inspired  by  the 
desire  to  extend  the  Kingdom  In  response  to  the 
lusursnce  of  Ood  s  Idve  for  iB.  That  in  itself, 
where  it  becomes  the  guiding  desire,  removes 
suspicion  and  fear.  Christianity,  too.  has  patience 
as  a  dominant  motive,  and,  therefore,  has  noth

Ing  to  do  with  the  Impatience  nurtured  by  dis- 
trust. There  is  a  le.sson  in  this  religion  for  both 
national  life  and  internatiunal  relations,  not 
only  for  the  removal  of  suspicion  and  fear,  but 
as  well  for  the  exercise  of  the  supreme  need  of 
patience.

Pitt  himself 
deftned  that  quality  as  "patience."  He  was  right, 
and  It  Is  a  quality,  too,  that  is  required  in  the 
exercise  of  man's  relationship  with  his  fellows. 
It  la  the  king  of  virtues,  and  where  it  reigns  in 
the  hearts  of  those  willing  to  await  the  working 
out  of  the  Divine  destiny  it  become.'^  an  a-s.-^et 
that  wipes  away  all  suspicion  and  fear  Its 
exponent  then  can  make' hit  elontrlbutldn  to  the 
stability  and  moral  grandeur  of  a  nation  and 
as  a  citizen  ol  the  world,  in  the  knowledge  that 
"I  can  do  aU  thlnga  through  Chrlat  Who  at^gth- 
eneth  ma."

This 
is  done  with  an  Abney  lexcl  or  eiiooBltter, 
which  is  muchj[aster  than  th*  rcgylar 
surveyor  s  level  • 
The'  to|k>graipher  follows  up  and  down 
these  struts  with  cro.s.s- sect  ion  paper,  on 
which  he  draws  the  contours,  creeks, 
rivers,  swamps  and  rock  bluffs.  He  fre- 
quently makes  trips  off  to  the  side  to 
make  sure  of  the  direction  the  contours 
run.  or  that  he  is  not  missing  any  rock 
bluffs.  He  must  know  timber,  for  informs^ 
tinn  about  if  must  al.so  be  on  the  map. 
Diflereni  .species,  the  approximate  volume 
,per  acre— It  all  goes  on  the  ir.ap  so  that 
the  locgniK  operator  knows' just  what  is 
ahead  of  him.  After  thiS'  the  draftsman 


transfers  It  from  the  cross-section  paper 
to  the  big  map  in  the  office. 

Vplumc  of  Timber 

BP'F'ORE  the  elaborate  contour  map 
came  into  favor  in  the  logging  indus- 
try, most  companies  used  a  cruliBers'  map. 
These  are  contour  maps  made  by  the  tim- 
ber cruisers  as  they  estimate  the  volume 
of  timber.  While  they  have  their  merits, 
they  h arm  t  nearly  the  degree  of  accur-- 
acy.  For  in.stance:  distances  are  paced, 
instead  of  being  carefully  meusuied  with 
steel  tape,  and  elevations  are  obtained  by 
11  e  of  an  aneroid  which  meastires  the  air 
l)rc.s.sure  and  therefore  changes  with  the 
weather.  The  cruisers'  map  has  only 
fifty-foot  contours  a  difference  of  fifty 
Icct  111  elevation  between  them— instead 
|(f  tie  twenty- foot  contours  which  are 
^tan  lard  on  logging  maps 

Some  logging  companies  still  use  cruls- 
.s'  maps  Instead  of  going  to  the  expense 
of  employing  a  topographical  survey 
party,  but  the  majority,  especially  the 
larger  outfits,  find  il  good  business  to 
have  a  "chain  gang"  prepare  a  map  that 
will  save  them  many  thousands  of  dollars.

a  handle.   While  the  candidate  looks  at 

a  small  mirror  with  one  eye,  the  examiner 
moves  a  white  ^pot  along  the  hoop  and  is 
told  when  the  spot  .disappears  from  sight.

The 
sikn  is  moved  slowly  and  the  driver  rails 
out  when  they  are  parallel.  H  there  Is 
error  In  Judgment,  the  extent  is  recorded 
and  the  driver  u  warned  that  he  lacks 


depth  of  vision  and  Ihus  may  not  be  able 
to  Judge  accurately  the  relative  position 

of  objects  at  a  distance. 

Tlie  color  test  comes  next.  Red,  green 
and  amber  lights  are  flashed  on  one  at 
a  time  and  the  driver  names  them,  en- 
abling the  examiner  to  determine  whether 
the  driver  is  cdllor-bllnd.  As  the  position 
of  the  lights  is  changed  frequently  so 
there  is  little  chance  for  a  color-blind 
person  memorizing  the  relative  position  of 
thj^  colors.  It  happens,  however,  that  such 
ca,ses  of  extreme  color-rbHhdness  are  com- 
.paratively  rare. 

The  final  test  is  to  determine^  the  re- 
action time  of  a  driver.  Watching  the 
lights,  he  clamps  on  the  brake  a.s  fast  a.s 
possible  when  the  red  light  Hashes.  This 
is  done  four  times  and  if  the  average  is 
le.ss  than  75-100th.^  of  a, second  the  re- 
action time  is  considered  satisfactory.

Also  he  records  the 
driver's  pliysical  condition  ny  apparently, 
normal,  leeble,  excitable,  amputation.

the  ex.uninafion  and  require  only  between 
ten  and  twenty  minutes,  depending  on 
whether  the  driver  wears  gtesaea  necessi- 
tating a  double  t-est  of  vision.  If  the  can- 
didate IS  pa&>ed  by  the  examiner,  he  re- 
turns to  the  clerk's  desk  where  he  started. 
There  hi.^  licence  i.s  '  ni.iK  fi  .oid  returned 
to  him  If  restrictions  are  considered 
rieces.sary  the  chief  examiner  check.s  over 
the  examiners  report  and  discusses  the 
.sifuation  with  the  driver.  Every  effort  is 
made  u>  a.ssi.st  ihe  driver  to  remain  on 
the  road,  and  toward  that  end  advice  is 
Kiveii  It  might  be  that  tne  driv(  r  .^  vision 
i.s  defective,  in  fact,  uUier  limitulions. aie 
few.  In  luch  a  case  the  driver  Is  in- 
structed to  consult  a  competent  authority, 
receive  whatever  attention  is  necessary  in 
the  opinion  of  the  oeculist,  optician  or 
opUjmetrist,  as  the  ca  .e  might  be,  and 
leiurn  -with  a  certrficatc  that  his  faults 
in  vision  have  been  corrected  an^  that  he 
^should  bf  able  to  drive,  safely. 

Thus  the  drivers'  tests  aim  to  make  the 
highways  safer.  Examination  is  confined 
largely  to  physical  fitness.  £very  effort  is 
made  to  impiess  upon  the  drivers  their 
responsibility  a.s  drivers  and  the  necessity 
for  observance  of  the  rules  of  driving. 
The  examination  wiii  not  weed  (jut  the 
driver  who  is  fully  capable  but  reckless 
and  thoughtless.  He  probably  is  the  chief

Umeston*  in  a  cutting.  The  Mlllstream, 
whose  soiMid  we  can  hear  coming  up  from 
below  thougli  Its  waters  are  invisibif ,  cuts 
through  a  large  lense  of  crystalline  llme- 
i>tx)nc  Ih  ic  and  the  outcrop  Is  on  thc 
western  edge  of  it. 

Regaining  the  road.  I  come  to  the  river. 
When  l.ivt  I  Inukrd  (Im'.ui  on  itb.  waif^rs 
they  were  but  a  gentle  murmuring  brook 
to  be  crMsed  anywhere  at  a  stride  and 
with  flowering 'Plants  lifting  their  blos^ 
.'oms  above  its  rippling  surface.  But  to- 
day it  is  a  noisy,  plunging,  foaming  tor- 
rent, burying  deep  beneath  its  current 
the  rocks  from  one  to  another  of  which 
wc  .stepped  ttiat  Summer  day  In  the  cool 
.shade  of  the  alderi.  Prom  the  bridge  the 
Mill-stream  is  seen  coming  down  its 
wooded  valley  and  liien  suddenly  narrow- 
ing as  It  falls  between  the  perpendicular 
walls  of  a  (lark  and  narrow  fissure.

THB  British  run  of  "Coronation  Scot" 
follows  the  Roman  Eagles  all  the  way 
from  London  to^lasgow.

The  English  story  i.s  tokl  from  fcuston 
to  CarlUle.  The  traveler  follows  a  line  that 
nnce  wa.-?  the  iSanelaw.  The  old  Viking 
border  of  thc  ninth  century.  Then,  from 
a  long  stretch  of  rural  scenery,  he  crosees 
the  homeland  nf  the  great  industrial  revo- 
lution, which,  a  century  ago.  placed  Eng- 
land suddenly  In  the  forefront  of  the  world 
a.s  a  trading  nation.  From  there  he  is 
carried  into  the  chief  pleasure  ground  of 
Jill  Britaijv  where.  on  hlU  and  sea.  In  lake 
!  '  dland.  there  Is  hardly  an  acre  that 
has  not  a  special  beauty  of  it.s  own 

The  Scottish  story  begins  as.  through 
dale  and  over  fell,  where  scenery  and  his- 
tory a.s.soctatlon  vie  in  claiming  hi.s  atten- 
tion, the  traveler  is  drawn  into  Carlisle, 
once  the  frontlA*  of  tite  great  Roman 
empire,  and  more  than  once  the  frontier

^OW  appear  great  rid.^.es  of  rock  that 
come  down  from  the  summit  irregu- ' 
larly.  They  run  northeast-soUthwest  and 
arc  made  up  ol  roiiuhly  stratified  vulcanic 
rock,  lava  and  ashes,  with  a  dip  to  tlie 
southeast  nad  with  a  good  cleavage  al- 
most at  ri^ht  angles  that  looks  like  th" 
true  dip.  In  the  clefts  and  along  the  low 
cliffs  or  walls  of  rock  not  only  do  the 
mouses  selaulnellas  and  liverwurts  form

MAY  add  that  on  the  southwest  corner 
and  just  below  Uic  top  there  is  a  very 
interesting  e^umple  of  the  manner  in 
which  trees  help  oh  the  process  of  ro(  k 
erosion.

Theie 
can  be  no  encores,  for  instance,  and  lovers 
of  Gilbert,  iukI  .Sullivan  will  realize  how 
lar  this  goes  to  destroy  the  complementary 
contribution  of  the  audience  to  the  suc- 
cess with  which  one  of  the  operettas  can  > 
be  put  over. 

As  one  critic  puts  it:  "Whether  a  world 
as  essentially  artificial  as  Cilb(rt's  cnn 
ever  survive  translation  to  the  screen  is 
ariluable.  His  characters  are,  of  course, 
puppets;  you  watch  them  a.s  you  watch 
Punch  and  Judy,  conscious  that  behind 
the  creatures,  walking  and  talking  so 
realistically,  there  la  somebody,  (  lever  fel- 
low, pulling  the  strings.  On  the  stage  this 
does' not  matter  much  .  .' .  The  camera 
bring.s  us  .sharply  down  to  eaith  .  .  .  Hut 
It  is  a  great  tester  and  debunkcr  ...  On 
seeing  the  characters  at  our  eUBow  In 
iMo.id  daylight  we  almply  don't  believe  In 
tUem." 

Among  the  performers  Kenny  Baker, 

who  came  lioni  Hollywood  to  play  Nanki- 
Poo,  wins  much  commendation  despite  hui 
Amerioan  accent.  The  others  are  almost 
r. II  from  the  D'Oyly  Carte  companies  and 
are  steeped  in  the  Savoy  tradition.  Con- 
Stance  Willis,  however,  wais  brought  from 
Tovent  Garden  and  grand  opera  t>o  play 
Katlsha,  and  Jean  Colin,  for  Yum  Yuml

To  these  .md  other  personal  messages 
a^e  to  be  added  suminarie.s  of  news  banned 
by  the  German  Ministry  of  Propaganda.

this  hour  of  crisis. 


Sir  John  has  met  this  by  i>aying  that 
after  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  last 
three  months  and  in  view  of  the  work 
ahead  for  months  to  come  a  respite  was 
necessary,  It  wa.s,  in  fact,  a  wise  economy 
of  time  and  he  had  not  only  taken  a  hol- 
iday himself,  but  had  Insisted  on  hi.s  :>ui^- 
ordinatei  doing  likewise. 

It  was  also  rumored  that  the  holid.iy 
was  but  the  prelude  to  Sir  John  s  impend- 
ing resignation  on  the  ground  that  the 
Tiraswry  was  obstructing  hjm  in  his  work. 

He  has  promptly  denied  the  insinuation. 
"The  Chancellor  and  his  depariment  have 
given  me  every  po.s.sible  a.s.sistance."  he 
says.  "There  need  be  no  misgiving  in  tlie 
public  mind  as  to  the  co-ordination  of  the 
various  departments  concerned  in  civil 
defence.  They  are  working  together 
-admirably."

As  Sir  John 
Ander.son.'s  jemark  on  the  necessity  for 
haste  shows,  time  is  fhe  es.sence  of  t he- 
contract.  Were  the  Government  sure  of  a 
year  more  of  peace  it  Would  be  different. 
As  it  is,  a  short-t^-rm" policy  is  imperative 
smd  deep  shelters  are  not  consistent  with 
a  short-term  policy. 

For  the  pre.sent  every  effprt  is  being 
made  to  produce  the  light  steel  .shelters 
ai  iiounced  by^Sir  John  a  few  weeks  ago. 
J"he  first  order  for  steel,  120.000  tons,  suf- 
ficient for  400,000  shelters,  has  been  given. 


Subsidy  for  Shipping 

IF^rltlsh  .shipping  is  to  be  saved  from 
gradual  extinction  the  Government  w  ui 
have  to  provide  anrual  subsidies  for  all 
classes,  aggregating  between  MOOOO.OOO 
and  S5O,OO0,»OO  il  year.  There  is  good 
rea.son'to  behr  ve  that  this  Will  be  done,  at 
least  in  large  part.

o^ights. 

But.  as  The  .Daily  Telegraph  remarks: 
"It  has  been  an  aitiom  of  Brlltsh  policy 
f  jr  centuries  that  a  strong  merchan^avy 
: .  the  foundation  of  national  defence  and 
indispensable  to  national  prosperity.  ' 
::_The  mercantile  marine,  however,  haa 
been  declining  for  years.    Both  the  shlp-^ 
ping  and  shipbyllding  Industries  have  been 
fighting  against  too  great  odds  Under 
f.iir  conditions  they  could  hold  their  own 
and  befkt  the  other  fellow  at  the  game 
^it  the  subsidtting  of  foreign  ships,  to- 
w'-'if-r  wirh  political  de\ ;        i  hich  have 
robbed  British  ships  of  their  rightful,  share 


of  the  world  s  carrylnc  trade,  luive  brought 
about  a  condition  described  as  almost 
djesperate. 

The  Empire,  in  fact.  Is  threatened  with 
a  shortage  of  tonnage  in  the  tiear  iutuie 
whleh  Would  be  disastrous  in  the  event  of 
war.  This  is  brought  out  clearly  in  tne 
report,  just  issued,  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed some  months  ago.  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Lord  E.ssendon.  to  frame 
proposals  to  arrest  the  decluie.  It  was  in- 
timated at  that  time  that  financial  as- 
sistance would  be  given  where  necessary 

The  committee  ilnds  that  subsidized 
foreign  competition  affects  all  classes  of 
British  shipping,  whether  liner,  tramp  or 
tanker.  As  a  result  the  United  Kingdom'.s 
share  of  world  shipping  has  beeome  pro- 
gressively less  and  the  United  Kingdom 
mercantile  marine  has  declined  both  in 
tonnage  and  in  number  of  ships,  with  con-  ■ 
sequent  lo.ss  of  available  man-power 
There  are  2,000  fewer  ships  than  in  lyM. 
and  50,(X)0  fewer  seamen. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  .several  years  ai:o 
a  subsidy  was  given  in  respect  uf  tramp 
steamers.  This  was  dropped  when  things 
Improved  a  year  or  two  ago  But  the  ini- 
provement  was  short-lived  and  a  renewal 
to  tfie^ambunt  of  $7.56o.OO0  a  year  for  five 
years  is  now  propo.sed  Similarly  subsidies 
amountuig  to  $25,000,000  for  liners  are 
suggested,  and  so  on  through  Uie  several 

classes 

In  addition  special  measures  are  urged 
against  any  action  by  certain  nations  to 
the  pr.'judice  of  British  shipping,  and  it 
Is  advised  that  when  trade  treaties  are 
being  negotiated  advantage  should  be 
taken  of  rhr  opportunity  trr  Improve  by 
way  of  commercial  arrangement  the  scope 
of  the  cargo  carriers  of  the  United 
Kingdom 

This  latter  has  a  direct  bearing  on  such 
cases  as  the  Russian  lumber  trade,  all  but 
7  per  cent  of  Russian  exports  of  lumbi-r 
10  Great  Britain  being  carried  111  other 
than  British  vessels  by  the  fiat  of  tlw 
Government  of  the  USSR.

London's  Tea  Party 

THE  other  day  three  elephants,  laden 
with  chests  of  tea,  made  their  wa^' 
from  8t.  Katharine's  Dock  to  the  City  of 
London  Ttn-y  should  have  i-one  on  to 
Mincing  Lane,  but  as  they  would  have  dis- 
rupted traffic  in  the  city  the  tea  was 
transferred  on  Tower  Hill  to  ho^.^e-drawn 
trucks  to  be  conveyed  to  the  rooms  of  the 
Tea  Brokers'  Association,  where  a  notablV 
company,  headed  by  the  Lord  Mayor  in 
full  stale  and  tlie  Lord  Privy  Seal,  Sir 
John  Anderson,  a  former  Governor  of 
Bengal,  awaited  it 

There  two  pounds  of  the  tea.  in  a  silver 
casket,  was  sold  by  auction,  the  Lord 
Mayor  acting  as  auctioneer  The  biddln- 
was  cumulative,  each  bidder  paying  the 
amount  by  which  he  had  Increased  the 
previous  bid.  The  casket  wa.s  finally 
knocked  down  for  $5,780.  The  auction 
continued,  chromium  caskets  similar  to 
the  silver  ;asket  and  to  a  gold  casket 
which  goes  to  the  King  and  Queen,  being 
cffercd  Ii  all,  thirty-s.x  pound.s  of  tea 
was  thus  dikpo.sed  of  and  the  charities  as- 
sociated with  the  tea  trade  benefited  to 
the  amouni  of  $11,140.  The  silver  casket 
is  to  be  keijt  until  2039. 

As  the  use  of  elephants  indicated,  the 
tea  was  Indian  tea.  These  observanco.t. 
in  fact,  marlced  the  centenary  of  the  first 
sale  of  In'dirin  tea  in  the  city  tea  sales- 
room, the  date  bei«g  January  10,  iMff. 
The  London  Times,  by  the  way,  expre.s.se3 
regret  that  Sir  John  Anderson  did  not  do 
the  thing  ,n  .>^tyle  by  ridfhg  oa  an  elephant 
from  Whitehall,  a  mode  of  travel  wita  ' 
which  he  i.^  hot  Unfamiliar 

At  all  events,  the  centenary  was  Well 
worthy  of  celebration  for  It  noted  the 
birth  of  a  great  industry.  Until  1839  aU 
the  tea  consumed  in  Great  Britain  an  J 
the  British  Empire  had  come  Irom  China 
It  Was  known,  however,  that  a  certain 
variety  of  the  tea  plant  grew  wild .  In 
Assam-  It  was  regarded  as  worthless,  but 
it  4eas  thought  the  soil  and  climate  would 
be  favorable  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
Chinese  plant.

Puiniers  on  Planting  Out 
Fruit  Trees  in  the  Garden 


Bn  PRtO  MNMCTT 

AUtlLND  of  mine  remarked:  "There 
are  two  ways  of  doing  moat  things; 
i.' w  about  planting  fruit  trees?"- 
ilieie  certainly  are  two  ways  to  plant 
young  fruit  triees.  and  it  is  astonishing 
bow  often  the  viroing  way  i*  reeoauMnd- 
ed  and  used. 

First,  there  .is  a  very  popular  idea  that 
a  tree  several  years  old  that  can  be  bought 
th'-apiy  l.s  a  bargain  The  older  the  tree 
when  It  is  removed  from  the  nursery  row, 
the  i^reater  the  percentage  of  roots  have 
to  be  sacrificed  in  th^  diRni'iR  and  the 
longer,  even  with  expert  care,  it  is  recov- 
ering from  the  shock. 

Btfore  planting!,  select  a  spot  away  from 
fence  lines.  Many  n.eighbor  quarrels 
originate  from  overhanging  fruit  ^rees. 

In  planting,  diR  the  hole  wide  rather 
than  deep,  and  drive  a  suitable  stake 
firmly  into  the  bottom;  then  plant  the 
tree  to  the  stake.   Do  not  plant  the,trcf- 
flrst  and  drive  the  stake  In  later. 


th»  depth  io  bury  the  roots  under* 

ground  l.s  indicated  by  the  lighter  sec- 
tion of  the  bark  near  the  roots.  This 
is  the  depth  underground  In  the  nursery. 
Fill  the  hole  not  more  than  level  with  the 
edges  with  soil  from  your  kitchen  garden. 
.Do  not  firm  It  in  any  way.  nature  will  do 
this  far  better  than  you  can. 

Use  no  manure  or  artificial  fertilisers 

In  the  plantinR;  strong  foods  and  stim- 
ulauu  will  benefit  your  tree  only  when 
it  is  growing  vigorously.  These  apolied  to 
dormant  and  freshly  removed  trees  are 

poi-sonou.s. 

If  your  tree  is  a  one-year-old  .shoot,  cut 
,the  top  off  about  four  feet  from  the 
ground.  Branches  lower  than  this  hinder 
warden  work  The  tree  li5  hardly  likely 
to  want  pruning  for  two  or  three  years. 
Before  you  tackle  this  Job,  attend  one  of 
the  Victoi  ia  horticultural  Piety's  prun- 
ing  demonstrations.

AGRICULTUi?AL  expert.s  of  the  Do- 
miriioVi  Oovernnient  liuve.  pvedicted 
what  the  fanners  of  Canada  might 
expect  in  1939  In  their  annual  survey  of 
the  agricultural  outlook,  they  analyzed 
crop  and  market  prospects  so  the  farmers 
could  adjii.st  their  plan.*  to  changing  con- 
ditions of  supply  and  demand  in  both 
home  and  foreign  markets. 

They  predicted  some  general  Improve- 
ment in  prices  of  farm  products  in  1939 
as  a  result  of  moderately  uicreased  indus- 
triai  activity.

MANY  gardeners  look  at  the  colored 
illusUations  of  primulas  in,  the 
catalogues,  especially  those  from. 
England,  and  wish  that  they  might 
possess  them  in  quality.  Then  they  pass 
them  up  with  the  remark  "they  are  too 
hard  to  raise  " 

Some  of  the  primulas  are  •  difncult";  but 
the  writer  has  found  many  very  easy  to 
raise  from  seed.  By  following  a  simple 
cultural  routine,  he  has  enjoyed  them  by 
the  liundreds.  especially  those  of  the 
Polyanthus  type.  Some  of  the  others  are 
a  little  harder  to  handle,  but  the  chief  dif- 
ference appears  to  be  In  the  lennth  of 
time  in  germination  of  the  seed.  Among 
the  many  types  successfully  grown  from 
seed  in  the  writer  s  garden  are  the  follow- 
ing: auricula,  coriusuides.  denticuiata,  ' 
florindea,  japonica.  pulverulenta,  rosea 
grandiflora,  vulRari.s,  elafior  and  several 
strains  of  veris,  including  Munstead  and 
Duplex

The  first  and  main  requisite  is  to  obtain 
fresh  seed  and  .sow  it  as  .soon  a.s  possible. 
Some  seedsmen  may  diller  with  this  state- 
ment, but  experience  has  proved  that  this 
is  a  fact.  Secondly,  for  efficient  ^;rrnii» 
nubion  of  seed,  the  soil  must  be  moisture 
retaining  and,  of  eourse»  sterile  and  clean. 
In  (he  writer  s  experienre,  with  a  number 
of  combinations  of  soil,  leaf  molds,  com- 
posu  and  the  like,  thie  followini  has  given 
the  best  re.suit.s:  two  parts  garden  soil,  one 
part  fine  pcatmoas,  one  part 'sand .  (pot

The  flats,  used  hold  from  two  and  one- 
hatf  to  three  inches  of' soil.  Drainiige  is 
provided  by  sphagnum  moet,  well  soaked

The  flats .  are  sterilized  with  boiling 
water' or  steam.  Then  about  one  Inch  of

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sphagnum  m^ss  is  placed  In  the  bottom 

of  each  and  on  this  is  sifted  enough  .soil 
(usmg  a  quarter-inch  screep>  to  fill  the- 
flat  to  about  one-half  Inch  from  the  top. 
Thi.s  i.s  pressed  down  even  and -the  balance 

of  the  flat  filled  with  .soil,  using  a  finer 
screen  (wire  fly  scieeiung  does  weii»,  and 
'  leveled  off.  If  one  of  the  dust  sterilizing 
materials  l.s  employed,  the  entire  flat  i.s 
thoroughly  wet  and  allowed  to  stand  for 
the  number  of  hours  called  for  hi  the  In- 
structions. This  allows  the  sterilizing  ma- 
terial to  become  el  fective  and  the  peat  to 
absorb  much  of  the  moisture.'  This. will 
settle  the  soU  sUghtly., 

The  writer  never  plants  .seeds  of  any 
kind  witiiuut  first  dusting  ihem  with  a 
mercurial  seed  dlsUifectant.  This  is 
.^iinply  an  extra  precaution,  and  is  not  ab- 
solutely nece^isary  when  th^  soU  sterilizing 
dust  has  been  used. 

Sowing  the  Seed 

BEFORE  sowing  the  seed  in  the  flat  the 
surface'  of  the  soil  is  covered  with 
powdered  .sphagnum  mcs-s,  using  an  old 
flour  sifter,  tp  a  depth  of  about  one- 
eighth  hich.  This  Is  pressed  down  firmly 
and  allowed  to  stand  a  few  minutes  un- 
til it  IS  moist.  The  seed  is  (hen  .sown  in 
properly  labeled  rows,  spaced  from  two 
to  three  Inches  apart,  care  being  taken 
not  to  plant  the  .seed  too  thick  After  the 
seed-  is  sown,  powdered  sphagnum  moss- 
is  again  sifted  over  the  etitire  surface  to 
a  depth  of  at  least  one-half  inch  and 
pres.sed  down^  covered  with  burlap  or 
cloth  and  watered  thoroughly.  '  - 

Seeds  sown  in  January  of  many  varieties 

Will  be  ready  to  transplant  into  other 
flats,  about  two  inches  apart,  in  June,  or 
when  true  lekves  appear.  The  transplant- 
ir.g  soil  should  be  two  parts  garden  soil,' 
one  part  fine  peat,  one  patt  old  qow  ma- 
nure. These  transplants  also  are  placed 
on  the  north  side,  shaded  a  few  days  and 
watered  regularly. 

TranspUnting  Seedlingg 

SEPTEMBER  appear.^  to  be  the  best  time 
to  set  out  the ,  seedlings  in  tlicir 
permanent  locations  In  the  garden.  The 
.Mill  is  dug  out  to  a  depth  Of  tWelye  to^f- 
teen  mches.  A  good  layer  of  old  cow  ma- 
nure or  compost  is  placed  In  the  bottom^ 
•  and  the  soil  replaced  is  mixed  with  peat- 
-   mo.s.s.  drjconure  or  a  mixture  of  both. 

The  method  u.scd  in  .setting  these  seed- 
lings is  to  put  a  quantity  of  fine  peatmo.ss  ' 
around  each  plant  after  it  is  placed  in  the 
grounc}.  taking  care  to  keep  the  centre  of 
the  plant  cleaii.   The   bed   is   watered  . 
thoroughly  and  s|MMled  for  a  few  days. 

Mo.,t  of  the  Instructlon.s'.for  pernument 
planting  of  primulas  call  for  part  .shade, 
but  it  has  been  found  that  the  polyanthus 
type  can  be  grown  in  either  sun  or  shade.' 
It  is  true,  however,  that  the  other  vartftiee 
do  require  part  shade. 

A  polnt'to  remember  is  that  primulas  do 
n.'t  iikr  to  have  water  .standing  around  the 
crown?,  especially  durlng_the  Winter  and 
fhat  is  one  of  the  re.a.ior(s  for  the  above 
recommendations  fhat  the  SOU  eorrtSTfT ' 
peat,  so  that  Rood  drainage  can  ob- 
tained and  .still  hold  motsture  to  tlie  root.s 

After  a  good  stand  of  the  primula  has 
been  obtained,  many  oif  them  may  Im 
separated  at  the  end  of  two  years  The 
best  time:  for  separation  is  just  after  they 
have  r«Bsed  blooming  unless' the  weather 
i.*  too  hot  In  this  ca.se  the  dividing  of  the  ' 
ciumps  can  be  deierred  until  September. 
SosM  varieties  multiply  very  rapimy,  and 
the  grower  ran  mnr\  have  hundreds  Of  fine 
biooming  plants— a  rich  reward  for  any 
painstaking  effort  thdt  may  have  been  re- 
qvlTMl  totet  thtm  iterted.

Price  Dcclind  Checked  ' 

ON  the  credit  side  of  the  ledger  was  the 
fact  the  .severe  decline  in  world 
prices  of  farm  products  apparently  had 
been  checked  in  the  last  half  ol!  1938.  Also, 
larger  supplies  of  wheat  and  other  farm 
JaEOdyctJS  in  Canada,  with  the  help  of  new 
trade  agreements,  would  probably  result 
In  a  greater  volume  of  agriculture  exports 
in  1939.  - 

Production  of  most  a'^ricultural  prod- 
uces .showrd  a  substantial  increase  In 
1P38,  but  prirt  declined  much  more  rap- 
idly than  prices  of  other  commodities.  The 
low  level  of  farm  prices  was  «  factor  re- 
tarding general  economic  recovery,  ac- 
cording to  the  survey. 

It  summarises  tiie  outlook  for  income 
from  the  more  Impbrtant  farm  commodi- 
ties: "With  more  hogs  to  market  in  1939 
as  a  whole,  and  pro.'^pc(  i.s  (jf  a  sli*ady  de- 
mand at  home  and  in  export  markets,  the 
income  from  hog  product.'^  in  IMO  .vhnuld 
not  be  any  less  than  that  obtained  in 
1938.  even  though  the  average  price  paid 
for  hogs  during  1939  may  be  somewhat 
lower.

As  far  as  international  trade  in  agri-  • 
ciiliural  products  was  concerned,  the  Im- 
mediate outlook  having  in  view  the  pres- 
ent low  level  of  prices  and  the  increa."4cd 
suppliet^,  espbcially  of  wheat— lends  but 
little  encouragement  to  the  prospect  for 
caiiy  reduction  of  such  trade  barriers.!'

Christmas  Cactus  Must 
Be  Starved  to  Yield  . 
— rBrofusipn  of  Bloom 

CHRISTMAS  cactus  Is.  the  common 
name  given  to  Epiphyllum  trunca 
turn  because  some  forty  years  ago  11  was 
the  most  popular  Christmas  flowering 
plant  Poinsettia.s.  azalca.s  and  cyclamen 
have  pushed  the  Christmas  cactus  into 
the  background  of  florist  offerings  at 
this  sea.son  in  recent  year.s.  Nevcrtlielr.ss, 
it  is  stUi  a  dependable  Winter-flowcring 
plant. 

It  i.s  amazing  that  .so  small  a  plant  as 
Christmas  cactus  will  bear  flowers.  A 
-long,  pointed,  vivid  bud  hangs  from  a 


plant  no  mure  than  four  or  five  le.ivt 
in  length.  But  in  ail  lairiuss,  it  must 
be  admitted  that  many  hunjes  hart>or 
large  old  plants  fitting  nothing  less  than 
four  or  five-inch  pots,  which  never  show 
signs  of  a  bud. 

A  coniineicial  grower  of  Chri.stinas 
cactus  offers  the  tlieory  that  old  plants 
must  be  in  a  starving  and  dry  condition 
in  order  to  form  buds.  His  suggestion 
is  to  withhold  plant  food  and  to  water 
only  enough  to  keep  the  plant  alive,  then 
when  the  tiny  buds  protrude  from  the 
leaves,  to  increa.se  the  amount  of  water 
gradually  m  order  to  make  the  buds  open 
fast  This  grower's  theory  Is  based  on 
the  fact  that  plant.s  bud  and  flower  In  an* 
effort  to  reproduce  themselves  when  con- 
ditions are  not  favorable  to  eiontti^ued 
growth  Of  course,  .sim  i.v,  n(  (rssary  for 
either  growth  ai  flower  production.  " 

• 

Easy  to  Propagate 

NEW  plant.s  are  easy  to  propap.  te 
The  flat,  inch-long  leaves  from  an 
old  plant  form  roots  quickly  if  inserted 
In  a  \pot  of  coarse  sand  The  Mnali-  si 
plants  will  flower  the  first  year,  and  alter 
two  years  without  coddling,  should  de- 
velop into  heavy,  floriferous  plants 

Equally  old  as  a  house  plant  is  llie 
Euphorbia,  know  as  Crown -of -Thorns.  Its 
bristling  thorns  and  .severe  stem  lines  are 
eminently  appropriate  where  piodern 
decoration  Is  the  keynote.  As  with  the 
Christmas  cactu.s,  one  often  buys  a  small 
plant,  dotted  with  orange  scarlet  flowers, 
only  to  find  when  these  blossoms  wither 
that  there  i.s  an  iiulefinlle'  wait  loT  ft 
second  burst  of  flowers. 

The  difficulty  with  both  these  plan te  is 
not  continued  growth  but  forcing  of  blos-_ 
soms.  SunUght  and  moderate,  even 
warinth  are  always  necessary.  A  pot- 
bound  plant  in  poor  .soil,  receiving  the 
minimum  amount  of  water,  is  far  more 
likely  to  blossom  than  one  with  plenty  of 
room  in  ruli  .soil.  Tiie  complaint  that 
buds  dry  uij>  without  opening  can  be 
blamed  on  too  dry  an  atmosphere  This 
c<.i\(\\'\')n  IS  remedied  bj  keeping  a  pan 
of  water  in  each  groi^  of  house'  plants 
or  by  spraying  their  flollage  occasionally 
with  water  from  an  at|>mlaer. 

Drive  to  End  Disease  ok 
Cattle  in  England 

A DRIVE  to  eliminate  disea.^s,  parta  u- 
iariy  bovine  tuberculosis,  aniong 
livestock  In  England  and  Wales  is  being 
Started  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

Most  Interesting  among  the .  plans  is 
the  divi.sion  of  the  country  info  i«rea.s 
which  will  be  progressively  ciased  to  aii 
cattle  Which  cannot  pass  the  tuberculosis 
te.st.  As  each  area* is  made  di.sease-proof. 
others  will,  be  .selected.  jiaUl  the  Whole 
country  has  been  systematically  eomed. 

The  authontie.s  directing  the  experi- 
ment believe  that  this  can  be  rapidly 
accohiplished,  and  In  a  l^ew  years'  •time 
bovine  tubercuiosli  wUl  be  entirely  wiped 

out  in  England.   

At  present,  it  Is  known,  nearly  half  the 
dairy  cattle  in  Britain  Is  afTeet^d  by 
bovine  tuberculosis,  which  can  be  mmtt- 
tlmes  communicated  to  human  beings. 
Tlie  rti.sease  is  also  reducing  the^verage 
full  productive  life  of  mUktng  cattle  by  aa 
much  as  two  years.
